Earthquakes in Mid-Atlantic Changing 
Course of Gulf Stream 

France is shivering this winter in| 
the coldest weather that has been ex 
perienced for twenty years and gscien- 
lists pnt the blame on earthquakes in| 
Inid- Atlantic and the Gulf stream. | 

They have been taking the tempera: | 
ture of ocean Water along the Athintic 
eoast and have reported that every 
year the ocean is growing colder. In 
their opinion the day is not a thou 
sand years distant when Teeland will 
be a winter resort and France will be 
deserted except during a few month 
of the summer, 

It the Gulf siveam, which gives cea 
tain parts of Franee {ts mild winters, 
is shified only few hundred miles 
out of its course by further changes 
of the ocean's bottom, the heat bring: 
ing waters from the tropies will lay a 
course for Teeland and might even 
bring winter primroses to Greenland. 

Scientists found that the Atlantie 
earthquakes, which lifted the oeean 
Noor off the Freneh coast, while al 
lowing the bottom of the mid-Atlantic: 
to sink deeper, had pulled the Gulf 
stream further out towards the middle

WHY THE MOUNTED 
POLICE FIRST 
CAME TO GLEICHEN 


Ex-Supt. P, W. Pennefather of the 
Kk. N. W. M Police first cme to Glei- 
chen in the fall of 1886 as a constable 
and here received his first promotion, 
to that of corpoal, which is worthy 
of chronicling as thirty years later 
he became superintendent of this 
district, known us Lethbridge District 
for police purposes. 

As a constable he came here in a 
det chment of twelve men, under 
Sergt. Swenton, They camped on a 
rise just north of this town until a 
detachment building was ready for 
them, which was built by the late 
V. J, Beaupre, 

This detachment was sent here 
shortly sfter the escape of an Indian 
named Deerfoot. This Indi.n had 
been arrested by Corp. Racey at 
Lungdon and turned over to two con- 
stables while he and the inspector 
and Billy Glidstone went to make an- 
other arrest. 

The detachment had instructions 
to arrest Deerfoot if they could catch 
him off the reserve but not to go on 
to the reserve foy that purpose, This 
was owing to the very unsettled state 
of the young Indians at that time, 
who were looking for "mn excuse to 
rise, which had they done would have 
been disastrous for the settlers who 
were then in the country. So great 
diphomacy was required in dealing 
with the Indians. 

Shortly before the detachment wag 
sent to Gleichen fifty mounted men 
under Col, Herchmer came to Glei- 
chen to have a parley with Chief 
Crowfoot, who was always loyal and 
did everything he could to control the 
braves, 

At the sume time as Col, Herchmer 
came detachments were sent from 
Lethbridge and Macleod, the latter 
bringing a 9-pounder with them, They 
camped on the south side of the Bow 
River, 

Deerfoot was eventually arrested 
end sentenced to imprisonment. 

At the parley with Crowfoot a 
young Indian stripped for war spit 
ut Sergt. Ludlip who at once started 
to draw his revolver when Col, Her- 
chmer rushed over and grabbed him 
by the arm, Had a shot been fired 
that day not one of the police present 
could have hoped to escape as they 
were all covered by Indians in the 
surroundisg hi's, 


Wheat Pool News

Ontario farmers are planning the 
formation of a grain pool.Last year 
an Ontario farmer co-operutive com- 
pany exported winter wheat througt 
the assistance of the Canadi;n Wheat 
Pool, 

A couple of participation certifi- 
cates issued by the Wheat Board of 
1920 were sent into the Alberta 
Wheat Pool office. While the Wheat 
Pool has no connection with the old 
Wheat Bord, an office of the latter 
ix still open, and arrangements werc 
mide to have these certificates hon 
ored, <A very large sum of money 
is held by the old Wheat Wheat 
against unclaimed participation cer- 
tificates,
